Report of Committee on Town History. 


The Committee on Town History respectfully submit the fol- 
lowins Report :— 

Members of the Committee interviewed parties, as to 
the probable cost of procuring a type written copy of the 
history, and found that the estimates ranged between $65 
‘and $90. Early in Marchof last year proposals were re- 
ceived from the editor of the Berlin Independent newspaper, 
offering to publish the history in the columns of said paper 
free of charge. After some correspondence had taken place, 
a meeting was arranged between the Committee and W. A. 
Boothby, representing the Independent, at the Town Clerk’s 
office, May 24, which, after some hours spentin a discussion 
of the question, resulted in the signing of the following con- 
tract, Mr. Prescott who was present at the conference fully 
concurring in the arrangement: 

Stratford, N. H., May 24, 1897. 

This is to cértify that the town of Stratford, New 
Hampshire on the first part, through its committee, agree to 
furnish to the Berlin Independent, a newspaper published at 
Berlin, in said state, party of the second part, the Prescott 
manuscript of the town of Stratford, free of expense, for the 
purpose of publication in said paper. The said publishers 
of the Berlin Independent agree to print said history free of 
expense to,the town; except for the cost of cuts, which shall 
be furnished by said publishers at cost, and to publish only 
such cuts as shall be furnished by said committee.
